We are glad your newspaper 
decided to print an article on incest. 
There are many myths surrounding 
incest and sexual abuse of children 
and we would like to thank Walter 
Cavalieri for doing research on this 
subject. 

As workers in this field we would 
like to clarify a few of his points. 
When stating that boys that have 
incestuous relationships with their 
fathers do not act seductively 
towards their fathers, the author 
implies that daughters do..."a not 
uncommon occurrence in father- 
daughter incest...” We believe that 
most children, male or female seek 
emotional and physical closeness 
from their fathers. This, however, 
cannot be interpreted as an act of 
seduction. Such an argument was 
used, for instance, last year ina ~ 
U.S. court, where a five year old 
was said to have seduced her father. 
We believe that society, because of 
its fear of female sexuality, has put 
women into two different categories, 
whores/ promiscuous women or 
virgins/faithful mothers. If a girl has 
been sexually abused, society there- 
fore finds it easier to blame the girl 
of being seductive rather than 
seeing the man as projecting his 
own sexual fantasies onto his 
daughter. Saying that the daughter 
might be seductive is implying that 
she is to blame, and not the offender. 

Cavalieri also categorized mothers 
as being “submissive, compliant, and 
ultimately collusive” We believe this 
is an oversimplification. First let it 
be known that statistics from the 
Sexual Assault Centre of Edmonton 


show from the 1981 studies that 50% |. 


took immediate action and 20 % took 
action at a later date. This leaves 
30% that took no action at all. We 
cannot talk of submissiveness, 
compliancy and collusiveness with- 
out realizing that many of these 
women have been abused either 
emotionally and/or physically them- 
selves and are often totally financially 
dependant of their husbands. 

Some of these women have 
become this way as a result of their 
history and this has to be recognized. 

Ultimately the battering of women 
and sexual abuse of children must 
lie with the offender, we don’t think 
that women and children should take 
the blame for these offences. State- 
ments like the above indirectly and 
subtly imply this.

Re: the above letter ... Adler and 
Gagnon will find verification of my 
use of the concept of child seductive- 
ness in, among other texts, The 
Broken Taboo, by Drs. Blair & Rita 
Justice. The Justices are both 
clinicians. They based their book on 
a survey of 112 families in which 
incest had occurred. Seductiveness 
has 4 entries in their index, and 
there are numerous case studies. 
They point out that “in the last 
analysis it is the parent, regardless 
of how seductive or enticing a child 
behaves,;-who bears the responsibility 
for deciding whether to engage in 
incestuous relations.” They also 
single out two periods when it is 
normal for children to act seductively 
toward parents — ai the oedipal 
period, ages 3 to 6, and at the onset 
of adolescence. These were identified 
first by Freud and verified later by 
many developmental theorists. 

As for the collusiveness of some 
mothers, again I quote from The 
Broken Taboo: “Although a number 


of mothers will deny any sex was 
going on between the daughter and 
the father, most are aware that on 
some level they contributed to the 
condition of making incest possible.” 
Adler and Gagnon are correct in 
pointing out that many wives are 
beaten or browbeaten into tacit 
cooperation or into denying the 
situation for fear of losing financial 
support. But collusion is collusion, 
no matter what justification one 
employs. 

An unbiased re-reading of my 
article should assure Adler and 
Gagnon that I do not condone 
incest. For the record, though it is 
not especially germaine to the 
article, I also do not condone 
battering or abuse of anyone...man, 
woman or child. I hope this clarifies 
any inferences they might have 
drawn.

Edmonton, 


like Toronto, is fast becoming 
a victim of “institutional contempt”. 


term coined by Margaret 
EK Atwood in describing her 

feelings of the Police raids 
in Toronto on four bath houses in 
1981. But the institutional contempt 
we are feeling in Edmonton is much 
more subtle, and is not as sophisti- 
cated or well executed as that in 
Toronto. Perhaps this relates to the 
level of sophistication of our Police 
Department, Mayor and City Hall 
Administration. 

Edmonton City Hall, unlike 
Calgary or Vancouver, possesses 
many homophobic feelings that 
appear to be pretty much based in 
religion. The signs are there. They 
were there prior to the Pisces Bath 
raids that followed three months 
after Toronto's. 

The Toronto Police Department 
has long since viewed their Gay 
Community as a criminal element. 


You can bet the Edmonton Police 
Department views our Gay Com- 
munity in the same vein. They have 
not reached the point of raiding 
private homes here in Edmonton. 
They have not laid pornography 
charges on Western Canada’s Gay 
Newsmagazine. The outright harass- 
ment private individuals and the 
Body Politic suffered has not 
reached that level in Edmonton, yet. 
But, it will happen. It is predictable. 
And when they do, will we be 
prepared? - 

In an article, elsewhere in this 
issue, Grayson Sherman writes of an 
apparent memo circulating around 
City Hall and the Police Department, 
a memo outlining the Mayor's desire 
to have this city cleaned up of gays 
for Universiade. Yet, on May 12, 
1983, the Mayor issued the following 
press release: 


“Alberta's source of strength in developing into one of the most 
progressive provinces in the country, has been its diversity. And 
I refer here to cultural, social and economic diversity. We have 
built wpon a solid and deep respect for each other's values. 

“I would like to state publically and emphatically, that we 
cannot tolerate the examples of bigotry that have been displayed 
recently. Each of us has a responsibility to be very concerned 
about these statements, and regard them as potential threats to 
the fundamental values of our entire community. 

“Discrimination on the basis of race, language, ethnic 
background, religion, age, economic status or sex, is simply not 
acceptable. The educational system needs to be flexible enough 
to allow a diversity of ideas, but objective enough to deal with 
history accurately. The school boards need to be conscious of 
and sensitive to, the challenges facing them in the area of 
discrimination of any type. 

“I ask that all Edmontonians join me in condemning these 
actions, and that each of us accept a personal responsibility to 
ensure it is not happening elsewhere. It is essential we contain 
such bigotry, no matter who the target.” 


able”, he states. Why then, Mr. 
Mayor, has there been an increase 
in police surveillance of the gay 
bars? In a recent survey of straight 
and gay discos and bars in Edmonton, 
I discovered that the police rarely 
visit most of the straight clubs inthis 


city. Yet on any given Friday or 
Saturday night you will find from 


he Mayor's last statement is one 

of the most interesting things 

he’s had to say in his entire 
political career. I wonder if His 
Worship really understands what he 
has said? Are Edmontonians going 
to join his anti-bigotry campaign 
even against the Gay Community? 
“Discrimination is simply not accept- 
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two to four uniformed police officers 
cruising the patrons at Boots, Roost 
and Flashback. And these visits 
have been on the increase for the 
past month. 

What are they looking for? Who 
are they after? Why are they hassling 
the gays? Why are we such a threat 
to the establishment? After all, gays 


only make up about 10% of the popu- 
lation and in actuality, only about 4% 
of that total are visible gays who 
frequent the clubs. 

And what was really behind the 
Pisces raid two years ago, Mr. Mayor? 
A blatant, unequivocable public 
demonstration of bigotry, discrimina- 
tion in its worst form. Discrimination 


by the Edmonton Police Department 
and the Judiciary system in this city. 

Where were your values then 
Mr. Mayor? 

Well, despite press releases and 
the political jargon that spumes forth 
from City Hall from time to time, we 
know that we are not included in 
any anti-discrimination remarks. We 


know that we, as gay citizens, do not 
have any legal rights or protection 
under the Canadian Human Rights 
Charter. But we are citizens first, 
and as such, are protected under 
the Constitution and all other areas 
of the Human Rights Charter. We 
know we have the freedom of speech 
and the freedom to organize and 


vote, all legally. And we know that 
that's what we have to do. We do 
not have to become another Track 
Two. And if we think, plan and 
organize cooperatively, we will 
not become Track Three. 

And even though we are a 
perceived threat and as such, a 
criminal element, we will not fight 


back as criminals, We must fight back 
as honest, law-abiding citizens that 
we are. END

i met Fred when I was in univer- 


Fred was one of the dearest 
people I have ever met. He let me 
talk. He let me cry. He was the first 
man I ever let hold me. He told me I 
was gay and that it was alright for 
me to be gay. I didn’t — or couldn't 
— believe him. He told me, too, that 
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he'd like to have sex with me, 
that he would wait until I asked him. 
Because he was a “gentleman” — 
and I was a fool — we never did. 
Toward the end, he told me I was 
running so fast he couldn't keep up 
with me. I didn’t understand then, 
but I do now. 

We lost touch so many years ago! 
Where are you now, Fred? | want to 
tell you that I love you...that you are 


_ part of me...that you were wise and 


right. I want to thank you for being 
who you were ...for being there 
when I needed you. I always meant 
to tell you these things, but I never 
did. 


I met Gary in Illinois, where I had 
gone to continue my graduate 
program. Between Fred and Gary I 
had experienced a marriage, a 
divorce and the Army. I had read 
the Kinsey Report and A Generation 
of Vipers and had participated in a 
few furtive, frightened homosexual 
encounters. 3 

We were both students, Gary and 
I, and he was everything I ever 
wanted to be: exuberant, forever 
boyish, sensitive, straight, uncompli- 
cated, friendly, befriended, a 
romantic. We shared many outland- 
ish besotted adventures, as we 
careered from bar to bar throughout 
Chicago’s “Near North.” 

I remember the excitement of my 
first Thanksgiving at Northwestern 
University. There were no classes. 
Gary invited me to stay the weekend 
at his place, and we made a pot 
roast from a recipe we got from the 
wife of Evanston’s Fire Chief, who 
we had met at a pub. It would have 
been delicious, but we burnt it. We 
laughed and cried over it. A silly, 
beautiful memory. God, I loved 
him! But I never told him. 

By Christmas, we decided to 
move in together, and, for a year 
and a half, our lives wove closer and 
closer. We worked together, studied 
together, went off to summer stock 
‘together, taught together, threw 
parties. As a matter of fact, our 
lives were one continuous, joyous, 
drunken party. 

Where were we running? 

Gary and I remained friends 
nearly 20 years, until he comm 
suicide. He called me from 
California, where he was livinc 
talked for about an hour, made 
plans. It was wonderful. Like - 
times. We were going to sper 
summer together in New York. 
he hung up, went into the garac 
and shot himself. I had no idea.. 
was married then, and had three 
teenage kids. : 

A couple of years after he got 
married, Gary visited me in New 
York. We got pretty pissed. It wa. 
our form of communion, I think. 
When Gary got pissed, he lost 
caution. I, however, always 
remained in control. Anyway, he 
told me he was having an affair with 
one of his students. It was a beautiful 
affair, full of tenderness and tears. 
He told me, too, that this woman — 
I’ve forgotten her name — was 
moving to New York in a few months 
and that he wanted me to get to 
know her, to love her as he did, and 
to have sex with her. He was serious 
about this. It was something he had 
thought out. He told me that he 
loved me and that he knew I loved 
him...but that we were both men 
and could never be really intimate... 
that the closest thing to intimacy that 
we would ever be able to attain was 
through this woman, who we both 
could love and share. We will love 
through her, he seemed to be 
saying, because we can't love each 
other the way we ought to. 

There were things I didn’t say to 
you that night, Gary. Or ever. And 
I must say them now. I admired you,

John Reid, owner of the popular 
nightclub Flashback is a familiar 
and well-respected member of the 
gay community. Mr. Reid was inter- 
viewed recently by FINEPRINT. 


FINEPRINT: How did Flashback first 
get started? 

JOHN REID: It started with a group 
of five people in 1974. We felt that 
gays deserved more than what Club 
70 had to offer. We wanted gays to 
be more accepted than they were. 
To have a more positive environment. 
I remember playing the music at 
Club 70 and having rocks thrown at 
me through the back window. Before 
that, there was a juke box in the 
middle of the dance floor. By late 
evening (when most gay men seem 
to come alive) the juke box had 
been plugged up with polkas and 
waltzes by the dykes. 

FINEPRINT: What was Flashback 
like in the early days? 

JOHN REID: We started outon 
Jasper Avenue downstairs from the 
Hot Box Restaurant. We used to give 
away beer on Friday nights with the 
price of admission. We had a non- 
profit society status so we had to 
keep using special function permits 
from the ALCB. 

FINEPRINT: How did you make 
money? 

JOHN REID: We didn't! For four 
years it. was a fight to pay rent and 
a fight to pay staff. You don't make 
money off the bar with a special 
function permit. 

FINEPRINT: When did things start 
to change? 

JOHN REID: We had an application 
in with the ALCB for a year for a 
permanent licence. Business 


developed as we could afford it. We 


opened the new club on 104 St. with 
$800 in the bank! 
_ FINEPRINT: What is your reaction to 
people complaining about the number 
_ of ‘straights’ in the club? 
JOHN REID: I am hurt that people 
would feel that way. Flashback 
provides a repertoire of clientele 
that can't be denounced. A healthy 
repertoire. Everyone here is of legal 
age to drink and one way or another 
someone has taken responsibility for 
non-members to be in the club. Any 
hassles that I-have encountered have 
been from the gays not the straights. 


Flashback is a place for human 
beings to accept one another. It is 
a place for those questioning their 
sexuality to feel comfortable in. An 
outlet that’s easier to come out in. 
When I started Flashback, I wanted 
to give every individual the right 
to party and bring in anyone they 
wanted to party with. When you 
want parity in a society, you can't 
expect total privacy. 

FINEPRINT: What does Flashback 
mean to you? 

JOHN REID: I remember the first 
day I walked into a gay club. I was 
totally intimidated by the people on 
the door. Inside the gays were full of 
bitterness and sour tastes for what 
they felt straights had done to them. 
The great proportion of this was self- 
induced. 

If my roommate at that time had 
told me that in 5 years Flashback 
would be on street level in Edmonton, 
with one of the largest spaces of any 
club, and that I would be able to 
quit teaching...I just wouldn't have 
believed it. It's amazing what you 
can pull off if you put your mind 
to it. ° 
FINEPRINT: Like putting out a gay 
newspaper in Edmonton? 

JOHN REID: Exactly! Touche! 


FINEPRINT: What is your involve- 
ment now with the club? 

JOHN REID: There is now a Board 
of Directors that meets regularly. I 
am Chairman of the Board and the 
general manager of the club. 


FINEPRINT: Where do you want 
Flashback to go? 

JOHN REID: To own its own 
building so we don't have to pay so 
much goddamned rent! We have an 
advantage being right downtown 
and that has helped us get where 
we're going. 

FINEPRINT: Could you survive on 


gay income alone? 


JOHN REID: No, not with the way 
things are now. Perhaps if we were 
smaller. It will take a lot of time 

to depend on the gay dollar in this 
city. We have a faithful clientele that 
I appreciate but it's not enough to 
pay the bills. 

FINEPRINT: How do you account for 
the Roost’s success on the gay dollar? 
JOHN REID: The Roost is a smaller 
place. We employ 20 people both 
full and part-time. Our overhead is

higher. We are a viable, functioning 
business, not just a weekend function 
anymore. 


FINEPRINT: Are you a business or a 
community service? 

JOHN REID: Definitely a community 
service. We have a very strong core 
of people that has helped us along 
the way. Our doors are always open 
to community events. We are a large 
part of the gay community and want 
to see it prosper and become more 
accepted in any way possible. 


FINEPRINT: Do you anticipate any 
problems during Universiade? 
JOHN REID: We've always had a

ALCB. I'm being very optimistic in 
saying that I don’t believe there will 
be any problems, although word has 
it there could be. There has been 
nothing official said to us. 
FINEPRINT: Will the club ever be 
finished? 

I don't 
think it will ever be finished. It’s 
taken a few dance floors to get one 
that serves both the drag queens for 
their shows as well as the dancers. It 
has taken 8 years to get the sound 
we want.

GIRLS DON'T

Cruising. Tricking. One-night stands. Getting off. 
These terms are as much a sacrosanct part of gay men’s lifestyle as 
motherhood and apple pie are to the moral majority. 
I ° the average, Generic lesbian < 
‘Te terms mean little to how 
IL she conducts her life in general 


or her sexual lifestyle in particular. 
More accurately, terms like love, 


emotionality, commitment, perma- 
nence come to mind for gay women. 


The difference in consciousness 
and practice between gay women 
and men in sexual matters is 
profoundly deep. It is an interesting 
and insightful issue to explore. 
Here’s how it looks from a gay 
woman's point of view. 


A sigh of relief is breathed by the 
‘new’ lesbian just coming out. She 


has won a reprieve from the rigid, 


oppressive dating/sexual games of 
the heterosexual world. Games she 
never really fit into all along, anyway. 


No longer will she have to play 
her role in the demeaning sexual 
bartering that goes on between men 
and women. Her body used and 
sexual favours delivered as payment 
for what she is conditioned to believe 
will ultimately lead her to fulfillment 
and happiness. The reward, or pay- 
off being LOVE, and if she is lucky 
— commitment, marriage, family, 
security. - 

No longer will she have to concern 
herself with the hazards of hetero- 
sexual sex, from dangerous birth 
control devices and drugs to 
unwanted pregnancy. The rigid 
roleplaying of the straight world, the 
sexual rules, taboos and double 
standards that have only ever 
applied to women can now be a 
thing of the past: 

She is now free to create her own 
rules, attitudes, standards of conduct, 
morality — her own sexual person- 
ality. Or is she? 

The real practices we develop in 
our sexual lives are probably a lot 
further from the ideal we had hoped 
for with the heady flush of freedom 
we felt when first coming out. We 
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encounter a whole new set of problems 
and a few of the old ones as we 

begin to explore the unfamiliar terri- 
tory of the gay world. Options that 

at first seemed limitless are on the 
contrary, it seems, few enough. 

The first problem is, naturally 
enough, meeting other lesbians, as 
friends and/or as potential lovers. 
Even in the larger cities there is a 
paucity of bars, clubs, meeting 
places for women — certainly in 
comparison to places for gay men. 
Speculation as to why this is so 
ranges from women’s disadvantaged 
financial situation in relation to men 
(ie: little capital to finance clubs) to 
the ‘typical’ lesbian lifestyle, which 
doesn't tend to centre around the 
bar scene, especially if she is 
“involved.” = 

There are certainly no women’s 
baths or well-populated cruising 
spots where lesbians can go to meet 
each other. 

And the new lesbian soon realizes 
that the choices of sexual lifestyles 
available are fewer and more haz- 
ardous than she may have originally 
thought. 

As she goes out and begins in an 
exploratory, casual way to get some 
sexual experiece, have some sexual 
adventures, she runs up against 
some confusing attitudes. 

The idea, for example, that the act 
of making love with someone always 
requires, either as a pre-requisite or 
at least as an end-product, a deep, 
emotional commitment. This seem- 
ingly necessary scenario for many 
gay women, as a kind of justification 
for sex, often leads to problems. 

First, it leads to a confusion over 
the difference between lust/infatuation 
with the more elusive emotion, love, 
which takes above all time as well as 
mutual understanding and experience 
to develop. 

This seems to be a widespread 
phenomenon in the lesbian com- 


munity. It’s almost as if we need 

to excuse or absolve our sexual 
feelings by always tying it, at times 
like an albatross around our neck, to 
some deeper emotional purpose. 

How reminiscent of the morality 
we were taught as young women. It 
was alright to ‘give yourself’ to your 
boyfriend as long as (a) you believed 
you loved him, (b) he said he loved 
you, (c) the promise of commitment 
and/or marriage would follow. It's 
amazing how we have been able to 
adapt, change the rules somewhat, 
but nevertheless, lug this moral 
baggage around with us. 

Not surprisingly, this ‘code of 
ethics’ often leads to much unhap- 
piness and many unmet expectations. 
It’s not hard to conclude that this 
idea contributes to the many short- 
lived ‘relationships’ that spring up 
and fall apart before our eyes all the 
time. After all infatuation, perhaps 
called love in the first sexual flush 
of excitement, does tend to have a 
short lifespan. 

Possibly, this is what leads many 
lesbians to impose upon themselves 
what virtually amounts to celibacy. 
On the one hand, waiting and 
‘saving herself’ for her idea of the 
perfect Ms. Right to magically come 
into her life. Her sexuality not 
existing in and of itself, but coming 
to exist only when paired with this 
perfect partner who she feels a total 
emotional attachment to. Or, alter- 
nately becoming frustrated at 
attempts to have casual sexual 
encounters with women who expect 
instant vows of love and commitment 
afterwards. 

It's not surprising that researchers 
into lesbian lifestyles have coined 
the term, homoemotionality, not 
homosexuality when referring to 
gay women. 

Maybe we need to look at new 
ways of relating to each other. 

Perhaps we need to start by 


openly admitting that lesbians do 
have sexual needs and desires, even 
lust. And that not every woman we 
are attracted to and may sleep with 
has those special, unique qualities 
that may develop into a long-term 
relationship. Understanding that we 
relate to people in different ways 
and on different levels is a complex, 
but necessary life skill. Some women 
we may: connect with only as friends, ~ 
others as occasional lovers, and a 
few as partners in committed 
relationships. 


Maybe the sexual patterns gay 
men have developed are not for us. 
Anonymous sex. The instant, genital- 
oriented sex of the baths. Or the 
recreational tricking that is the 
mainstay of many gay men’s lives. 
But perhaps we need to loosen up a 
bit, find a middle course. 


That intimate, personal act of 
making love with another leads to a 
‘profound revealing of character and 
personality that must, after all, be a 
pre-requisite to developing some- 
thing deeper with an individual. 
And if this revelation doesn’t point 
to some longterm future with this 
person, is anything really lost? What 
is gained is a unique kind of com- 
munication with another person. 


After all, these experiences along 
the way will help us learn what 
qualities we each uniquely need in 
the special relationship most of us 
hope to find. 


As in any adult relationship there 
are risks involved. There is the 
potential of hurting someone or 
getting hurt. Perhaps we can deal 
with this by extending the honesty 
and trust that is implied in giving 
your body to another, to working out 
the inevitable emotional repercus- 
sions of this act. Maybe we can use 
this understanding to develop more 
fulfilled and happy sex lives and 
relationships. END

Here comes summer! Time to 
enjoy being outdoors and frolicking 
in the sun, sand and sea. Time, also 
to be aware and watch out for those 
- pesky and annoying hazards that 
come with the good weather. 

For those of you who enjoy cruising 
the parks and woods, beware! Poison 
Ivy, oak and Sumac may be lurking 
in the bushes. The ‘poison’ is actually 
an oily substance known as urushiol 
present in all three plants. There is 
usually no reaction to poison ivy the 
first time one is exposed to it. 
However, a later exposure produces 
an acute, intensely itching, blister- 
like eruption on an inflamed base. 
Spreading usually occurs by direct 
transfer of the oily substance by the 
fingers from scratching. The fluid 
that oozes from the blisters is not 
contagious. 

Poison ivy is easily recognized by 
its notch-edged leaves that grow in 
clusters of three. If you have been 
exposed to poison ivy, prompt wash- 
ing of the skin with soap and water 
may remove the plant oils. Applying 
cool wet compresses or a paste of 
baking soda may help mild cases. 
Severe cases should have medical 
attention. 


PRICKLY HEAT may be brought 
on by high temperatures due to a 
fever or hot perspiratory weather. 
The eruption usually consists of 
_ inflammatory pin-head-size lesions, 
accompanied by itching and burning 
sensations. By avoiding excessive 
heat, applying a dusting powder or 
soothing lotion and wearing light, 
loose clothing, you will find prickly 
heat disappears quite rapidly. 


For those sun worshippers, a 
sunburm could end up being just 
what you didn't need. Gradual 
exposure to the sun definitely builds 
up protection. Many lotions and 
creams are available on the market 
that block the burning wavelengths 
of the sun. Some not only prevent 
burning, but tanning as well. For 
those of you unfortunate enough to 
end up with a sunburnt back, or 
worse, buns, Ointments containing 
local anesthetics suffice for treatment 
of mild sunburn. More severe burns 
may reguire medical attention. And 
remember, too much sun over long 
periods of time may result in skin 
becoming prematurely aged with an 


~ unyouthful leatheriness. Is that great 


tan line really worth it? 

Certain infections may become 
more prevalent during the summer 
months due to increased perspiration 
and moisture such as jock itch (Tinea 
cruris) and yeast infections. Jock itch 
is a superficial fungus infection 
confined to the inner surface or 
upper parts of the thighs, where 
moisture, warmth and friction allow 
for the growth of the fungus. Itching 
is usually pronounced and treatment 
consists of applying a fungizone 
lotion and keeping the area dry. 

Yeast infections flourish in 
moisture from increased sweating or 
prolonged immersion in water. It 
may appear in the skin around the 
nails, angles of the mouth, folds 
of the skin, or around the anal and 
genital regions in which case, itching 
is a predominant symptom. Gentian 
Violet solutions or a topical fungi- 
zone lotion or cream may be used to 
alleviate the infection: 

Parasitic infections seem to occur 
more frequently in the summer as . 


_ well. Pediculosis pubis, affectionately 


known as crabs, is an infestation of 
the short hairs of the pubic region 
by pubic lice. There is intense itching 
but very little dermatitis. The lice

itch, is a female itch mite that 
burrows a tunnel in the top layer of 
the skin and lays her eggs. The skin 
areas most commonly infected are 
the waistline, buttocks, finger webs 
and elbow and underarm areas. A 
prolonged hot bath followed by the 
application of a scabidice ointment 
cures scabies promplily. 


may be transmitted through sexual 
intercourse, by wearing clothes of 
an infected person or by sleeping in 
an infected bed. Kwell, Cuprex, 
Topicide or a variety of other prepa- 
rations will eradicate the lice easily. 
Clothing, bedding, etc. should be 
well laundered.

Chicken Breasts in Aspic- with 
Pate Stufting 


(Serving suggestion: accompany this 
dish with fresh croissants and cold 
fresh butter.) 


6 chicken breasts 

4 cups chicken stock 

Y2 cup dry white wine 

1 med onion (chopped) 
1 stalk celery with leaves (chopped) 
1 med carrot (chopped) 

1 bay leat 

Y tsp thyme 

2 sprigs parsley 

salt 

pate stuffing (see following recipe) 


Glaze 

1 envelope unflavored gelatin 

1% cups chicken stock 

Y% cup dry white wine 

Garnish 

Lightly cooked snow peas and 
shrimp. Shrimp mayonnaise (recipe 
follows). 


In a large saucepan, cover chicken 
breasts with stock and wine. Add 
onion, celery, carrot, bay leaf, 
thyme, parsley and salt to taste. 
Bring to boil, reduce heat and 
simmer until chicken is tender (do 
not overcook). About 20 min. 
Remove from heat and let chicken 
cool in broth. Strain off the broth 
and skim off the fat; reserve broth 


for the glaze. Remove skin and bone 
from the chicken breasts. Spread the 
underside of the breast with about 
two tablespoons of the pate’ stuffing. 
Cover stuffed breasts with plastic - 
wrap and chill about one hour. 

To make the glaze, in a small 
saucepan sprinkle gelatin over the 
chicken broth; dissolve thoroughly 
over medium heat. Add the wine. 
Chill in refrigerator, stirring occas- 
sionally until the consistency of egg 
whites. Spoon the glaze over the 
stuffed chicken breasts and cover 
evenly. Decorate with the snow peas 
and shrimp. Work quickly so glaze 
does not thicken. (If glaze should 
thicken, place in a bowl of warm 
water until desired consistency is 
attained.) Press the garnish lightly 
and cover with more glaze. Chill 
one hour and serve with Shrimp 
Mayonnaise. 


Suggested wine to accompany: 
Pinot Blanc (Huegel) 


Pate Stuffing 

Y% lb chicken livers 

] tbsp butter 

1 small onion (minced) 

1 clove garlic (minced) 

I tbsp brandy 

Ys tsp salt 

dash of the following: pepper, 
thyme, allspice, rosemary and - 
parsley 

Ys, cup chicken stock 

Y% cup soft butter 


Cut livers in half; cook in butter just 
until no pink remains. Add the 
minced onion and garlic; cook until 
soft. Add the brandy and season- 
ings. Transfer to food processor or 
blender and blend with stock until 
smooth, and add butter. Taste and 
adjust seasonings to taste. Refrigerate 
until firm. Makes about one cup. 


Shrimp Mayonnaise 


1 cup mayonnaise (not miracle whip) 
1 tsp parsley (minced) 

] tbsp fresh dill (or equal amount 

of dried) ;

2 tsp fresh lemon juice 
Y% cup cooked baby shrimp 


Combine all ingredients, blending 
until mixed well, Chill. Makes about 
1 cup. 


Haricots Vert en Vinaigrette 


1 lb fresh green beens 
Y cup slivered almonds 
Y lb fresh mushrooms 


Cook beans in boiled salted water 
just until tender crisp. Refresh under 
cold running water; drain thoroughly. 
Chop mushrooms and reserve. 


Vinaigrette 

2 tbsp white wine vinegar 2 shallots 
finely chopped 

1 small clove of garlic (minced) 

1 tbsp fresh basil (or 1 tsp dried) 
salt and pepper to taste 

Yy cup olive oil 


Whisk together vinaigrette 
ingredients, mix into beans. Add 
mushrooms and chill for two hours. 


Drain salad and place in container 
suitable for transporting. Save 
dressing and take along in separate 
container, when ready to serve top 
with almonds and top with reserved 
dressing. 


Tarte aux Fraises 


1 9” pastry shell 

1 egg plus 1 egg yolk 

Y% cup sugar 

3 tbsp flour 

pinch of salt 

1 envelope of unflavored gelatin 
] tsp vanilla 

1 cup hot milk (half and half for 
creamier custard) 

1 cup heavy cream 


In a heavy 2 to 3 quart saucepan off 
the heat beat the egg, the extra yolk 
and the sugar with a wire whisk, 
rotary or electric beater until the 
mixture thickens and turns a pale 
yellow. Add the flour and salt and 
beat until well blended. Beat in the 
powdered gelatin and vanilla; then 
slowly pour the hot milk in a thin 
stream, beating constantly. Cook 
over moderate heat, stirring with a 
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whisk, until smooth and thick. Do 
not allow the custard to boil, if it 
seems to be getting too hot, lift the 
pan off the heat for a few seconds to 
cool it. If the custard gets lumpy, 
beat it with a rotary beater or an 
electric mixer. Pour the custard in a 
large metal bow] and set to cool in 
the refrigerator to cool. When the 
custard is cool and has begun to 
solidify slightly whip the cream until 
it holds soft peaks. Fold it thoroughly 
into the custard with a rubber spatula 
and beat gently if there are lumps. 
At once, pour or spoon the custard 
into the pastry shell. 


Currant Glaze 


‘] cup red currant jelly 

1 tbsp hot water 

1 tbsp kirsch , 

1 to 1% quarts large ripe 
strawberries cleaned and stemmed 
small amount of gelatin 


Currant Glaze: In a small saucepan, , 
warm the jelly and hot water over 
low heat, stirring occasionally, until 
they begin to froth and thicken. 
Whisk in gelatin and remove from 
heat, stir in the kirsch and let the 
glaze cool a bit. Meanwhile, arrange 
the strawberries on the custard, stem 
side down and in concentric circles. 
Spoon the warm glaze over the 
berries. Chill at least two hours 
(overnight is recommended). Serve 
with additional whipped cream if 
desired.

A reason- 
able selection of wine and

tickle the palate. Their Famoose 
pizza gets my vote, billed as a ‘deep 
dish double crusted stuffed pizza’, 
it’s the best tasting concoction east 
of the Rockies. 

After ordering and paying for 
your meal they give you tokens or 
Bullwinkle coins where you can play 
in the games room while your food 
is being prepared. (Go and get it 
cafeteria style). The games room 
holds a varied selection of video and 
arcade games and by playing them 
it helps build up an appetite and 
release those pent up suburban 
frustrations. 

A souvenir shop is present where 
all sorts of neat little treasures are 
available. Buy your beau some 
moose gum or Natasha lollipops. 
The main eating hall is huge and 
has two seating levels. Done up like 
a Las Vegas version of backwoods 
cabin it has polished picnic tables, 
padded seats and subdued lighting. 

‘A stage dominates the room with 
a large water tank positioned in front 
of it.

I ran across this entry in an old 
journal. I don’t know who wrote it, 
nor do I remember when I copied 
it or where I found it. Somehow it 
seems pertinent: 

“Man finds himself by finding his 
place, and he finds his place by 
finding appropriate others that need 


his care and that he needs to care 
for. Through caring and being 
cared for, man expresses himself as 
part of nature; we are closest to a 
person or an idea when we help it 
grow. There is a rock-bottom quality 
about the living of my life that goes, 
oddly enough, with the awareness of 
life's inexhaustible depths; it is as if 
life is ordinary and “nothing special” 
when it is most extraordinary. And, 
although we find a deep-seated 
intelligibility in life, the last word 

is with the unfathomable character 
of existence which, like a pedal - 
point in a piece of music, pervades 
and colors it.”
